In the adjoining town of Blanchard there have 
also been some cases of hope. 

A change was at once perceived in the congre- 
gation at Dedham after the services of the ordi- 
nation there, mentioned in my last letter. Soon 
individuals came to him whom they had just re- 
ceived as their Pastor, with the inquiry, What 
shall Ido to be saved. From that time to the 
present he has had no reason to ask, Who hath 
believed our report? And, To whom hath the 
arm of the Lord been revealed? The number of 
conversions has not been great, yet, relatively, 
as many, probably, as one hundred weuld be in 
the congregations to which you minister. For 
them this is a rich blessing, full of promise for 
the future ; encouraging their hearts, as well as 
strengthening their hands. The church appears 
in a delightful state of humble trust. I do not 
hear that the interest is at all diminished. 
Occasional conversions have been taking place 
in connection with nearly all the evangelical 
churches in the city during the winter. Some of 
them might perhaps speak of a revival. Many 
have thought, for months, that they could hear 
the sound of an abundance of rain. But it does 
not come. We wait for it, we long for it, our 
thirsty Zion needs it, but it does notcome. The 
signs of promise do not depart. We trust they 
will not fail. 

Meanwhile, we"are“not obliged to go out of the 
State for evidence that God is still able to work 
such marvels as our fathers told us of, and the 
eyes of some of us have, at times, been permitted 
to witness. In Camden, situated on the sea- 
coast about half way between this city and Port- 
land, God is now showing forth his power and 
his grace. All denominations share in the work. 
One of our most experienced ministers, who has 
been laboring a week with the Pastor of the 
Congregational church, says, he has not for 
years witnessed anything like it. Over one 
hundred cases of hopeful conversion have 
already taken place ; twenty five in the Sabbath- 
school of the Congregational society. 

Let us pray and labor, that revivals, of even 
greater power, may everywhere abound.

THE “SALEM CASK” ONCE MORE, 


Messrs. Eprrors :—Being at the house of a 
clergyman a few days since, I took up your 
paper, and seeing an article headed, The Salem 
Case again, I read it, not so much with surprise, 
as regret, for I have lived long enough to learn 
not tobe very much surprised with anything. 
The writer of the article is Mr. Wilder, the pres- 
ent pastor of the Howard-street Church. Allu- 
ding to something published over the signature 
of “Thurloe,” be says, “ Permit me to do what 
for want of the proper knowledge of the facts, 
Thurloe could not do-—state the facts in the 
case.” Would that the said pastor had perform- 
ed what he undertook, and had stated “ the truth, 
the whole truth, and nothing but the truth.” The 
failure to do this, has made the following state- 
ment and correction necessary. 

1 was installed pastor of that church May 6th, 
1840, and continued its pastor seven years, lack- 
ing about a month. After a while, difficulties 
arose connected with ultra-Abolitionism, Second 
Adventism, Millerism, and Perfectionism, which 
sentiments a portion of the members embraced and 
maintained, I doubt not, conscientiously ; but 
which myself and the majority of the church did 
not embrace nor approve. The pleasant harmo- 
ny with which we had been favored vanished, 
and with it our encouraging prosperity. One 
hundred dollars was deducted from my salary, 
and then one third of the whole, so that it then 
paid about one half of my current expenses. 
Grieved and worn out with the difficulties, and 
seeing no prospect of a favorable change, I re- 
quested a dissolution of the pastoral relation, 
though I should have been willing to have re- 
mained with them, making great pecuniary sacri- 
fices, if they had been united. 

The church met to act on my request, which 
being assented to, we proceeded to appoint and 
convoke a council. I stated to the church that 
the usual mode of proceeding was for the pastor 
to choose one half, and the church the other half, 
but that [ was willing that they should choose 
the whole. It was concluded to invite the Con- 
gregational churches of the city, and those near 
us in the immediate vicinity, making twelve in 
all, A few individuals insisted that there should 
be one or more churches at a distance, which, as 
alleged, would be favorable to their particular 
views. More than once, I expressed a willing- 





voted by a latge majority to invite the twelve 
neighboring charches. With what propriety 
then, can Mr. Wilder, the present pastor, say of 
those individuals, “ They had no voice in calling 
that council”? Has a minority no voice, unless 
they can have everything in their own way, and 
in opposition to the will of the majority * 

He next states, that this council “ Voted to 
advise the dismission of the pastor.” Just the re- 
verse of this was the fact, After having “ voted 
unanimously” that so far as anything had appear- 
ed before the council, the character of the pastor 
is “unimpeached and unimpeachable,” it was 
“ Voted that it is not expedient that the pastoral 
relation between the Rev. Joel Mann and the 
Howard-street Church be dissolved.” These are 
quotations from the Result. 

The tissue of misrepresentation which follows 
this, is astonishing, considering that Mr. W. had 
undertaken to “state the facts of the case.” 
After saying that the pastor continued to supply 
the pulpit for two or three weeks, he adds, “On 
one of these Sabbath evenings, some of the 
church who acted with the majority, met at the 
house of the pastor, and consulted respecting the 
project of dissolving the church. 
the brethren concluded that it was expedient. 
One dissented.” [am here represented as plot- 
ting with others for the dissolution of the church. 
{t is an unkind aspersion, and sadly at variance 
with the fact. There never was a meeting held 
in my_ house, nor, to my knowledge, anywhere 
else, to consult for sucha purpose. That church 
had been very dear to my heart, and | had labor- 
ed to the utmost of my ability and strength to 
build it up ; many precious converts had been 
added to it; 1 had wept and prayed much over 
its dissensions, and had expended a large amount 
from my own resources, exclusive of what I re- 
ceived as salary, to sustain myself in these efforts 
for its prosperity. It was a painful thing to me 
to separate from a people I had loved, and before 
I moved at all in that matter, Linvited a number 
of brethren to my house to ascertain whether 
measures would be taken as the gospel directs to 
remove difficulties, and thus save the church ; and 
1 was then assured that nothing could be done. 
This was three months before the calling of the 
first council, and this caused me to make up my 
mind to request a dismission. 

So far as I have any knowledge of the matter, 
the project for a dissolution of the church origi- 
nated in the private deliberations of the first 
council, being suggested by the exigencies of the 
case. So I was informed by a lay member some- 
time afterward. The wise and good brethren 
perceived that the chasm which separated the 
members of the church was so deep and wide, 
that they could not be brought to harmonize in 
one body, and discipline could not be exercised. 
So they state it in their final result. The disso- 
lution was no project of mine; nor did I ever 
advise a single member of the council to that 
measure. During the interval between the two 
councils, which was about eight weeks, a part of 
which time I spent in Rhode Island, I was care- 
ful to avoid conversation on that subject with 
neighboring ministers and church-members ; and 
I challenge the strictest scrutiny in this matter. 
True it was, that I could not see, nor could any- 
body see, how the members of that church could 
ever walk together again without a vast change 
in their sentiments and feelings. In private con- 
versation with a few individuals after the calling 
of the second council, I did say, that “I should 
not be surprised, if a dissolution of the church 
should be recommended.” This remark was 
based wholly on the fact, that such a measure 
had been proposed by an influential member in 
the first council, and was discussed, and appro- 
bated by a number, whom, and how many, I have 
never known. The above remark, I presume, is 
what Mr, Wilder has to rest his assertion upon, 
that “ the pastor was heard to say that it would 
be dissolved.” 

Finding on my return home, that nothing had 
been done to settle difficulties, | renewed my re- 
quest for a dismission, and the calling of the 
second council. The church met, and agreed 
that it was not necessary to invite the whole 
twelve churches, as there would probably be 
little to be done but to grant the dismission, all 
the difficulties having been so thoroughly exam- 
ined by the former council. It was agreed, there- 
fore, as had been customary in my experience in 
such cases, to reduce the number. Those invi- 
ted, were, however, the very same as belonged to 
the first council, and who, of course, knew the 
whole state of affairs. When the question was 
made, how shali we proceed to appoint the coun- 
cil, the church wished me to nominate. I de- 
clined, and again expressed my willingness to 
leave the choice to them. They insisted that I 
should nominate, which I did, and they did the 
same, and the election was made accordingly, as 
I believe, without dissent. But Mr. Wilder in- 
timates that this council was made up of new 
members, who had little or no knowledge of the 
state of affairs; whereas, they were the same 
pastors, and so far as I know, the same delegates, 
as had spent twoanda half days, and by adjourn- 
ment, another half day, on this identical subject. 
He says reproachfully, ‘That council was in 
session less than four hours, and yet they dis- 
missed the pastor, advised the dissolution of the 
church,” &c. Is this consistent with an honest 
purpose to “state the facts of the case” ? 

What Mr. Wilder says about “leaving out 
some men—who had become odious to the 
pastor, and B. and his party in the ehurch,” does 
not indicate very satisfactorily, a candid state of 
mind. The reason for leaving out is given above. 
Those he calls “his party” were a large majority 
of thetruly excellent and money-paying members. 

Passing over other things I would notice Mr. 
Wilder's assertion, that this “small council” 
which was in session only “ three or four hours” 
“was in the highest sense erparte.” The man- 
ner of appointing that council as stated above, 
by the pastor and the church, acting in concert 
and mutually, shows how entirely untrue that 
assertion is, who, and what was the party on 
that oceasion ? 

As wanting in truth is the next assertion, viz : 
“ They had not the condition of the church before 
them in any proper sense.” And yet those six 
pastors with their delegates, had, only eight 
weeks previously, spent three days in patient, 
careful, exhausting examination of the whole 
matter!! But this is in keeping with much that 
has been said relative to those discreditable 
difficulties. 

“The people will of course judge,” but if they 
knew the facts as I know them, theyjwould judge 
very differently from what Mr. W. would have 
them. 

He informs the public, that the so called How- 
ard-street Church now has peace and harmony. 
This is a reason for thankfulness ; and it shows 
that the council acted wisely in advising a disso- 
lution of the church. Peace they could not have 
had without that measure. It has been dearly 
bought ; may they long enjoy it.

BENEVOLENGE OF THE LAW. 


The Jewish Economy—the Law, was a merci- 
ful institution. Every plan or design is a mer- 
ciful one, if it is calculated to relieve distress and 
procure happiness. The merciful plan may bea 
violent one, but the necessities of the case may 
demand violence. “ Violent diseases require vio- 
lent remedies.” Pain—physical pain, is a merci- 
fal institution and benevolent. It stands fast as 
a sentinel-guard to protect us. If we approach 
too near the burning furnace, instantly the sense 
of pain warns us to retire. If we draw near to 
the point of the sword, and are but touched with 
its glittering edge, we withdraw, because of the 
pain. Besides, pain is useful, merciful, and be- 
nevolent in pointing out the unhealthy condition 
and parts of the body, It instructs the physi- 
cian. Pain is never the disease. It only marks 
the disease,—its locality and its quality. And by 
the kind and measure of the pain, the skillful phy- 
sician applies the proper restoratives to the dis- 
eased part. 

The Law wasa merciful institution. The wis- 
dom and the benevolence of the Almighty, de- 
signed and promulgated it for the relief of the 
ruined state of man. All its political, judicial 
and religious arrangements; all its commands 
and penalties; all its dark shadows and thrilling 
sacrifices, all its works, sufferings and toils, were 
appropriately and essentially remedial. It may 
be regarded as the strong, the hard, the rough, 
first truth, enclosing the radiant offices of the 
great redemption. There is not that smooth, that 
serene, that touching flow of truth—truth for the 
penitent heart—in the Law—that is to be found 
in the New Testament unfoliings. Its force, its 
rigor, its strong and unflinching virtue, its frowns, 
its arrows of death to the guilty soul, taken from 
a quiver of fire, and shot from an unmeasured 
and avenging bow—its thundering mountains 
and its wilderness wastes—do not compare at all 
with the mildness, the sweetness, the soft, and 
heaven-kindled, soul-melting pathos, the smiles 
of hope, and the joys of promise of the teach- 
ings of the New Testament—of Christ. The one 
is the scalpel of the surgeon, flaying and laying 
open the loathsome disease ; the other is the soft 
and soothing balm which is poured in to heal 
both the wounds and the disease. The surgeon 
is as essential as the nurse. The knife is as 
remedial as the balm. The Gospel of the Old 
Testament was as remedial as the Gospel of the 
New, and was as essential to the plan of redemp- 
tion as is the Gospel of the New. Abraham 
believed the Gospel. The Old Testament an- 
nouncements preached the Gospel to Abraham. 
But how ? The rigor and sternness of the Gospel’s 
first demands upon the heart were terrible. Abra- 
ham must despoil his family circle, to be ac- 
counted righteous, and point his faith to the great 
eye of Heaven, in the fearful coloring of blood. 
Isaac, his son, his only son, his dearly beloved 
son, the son of his old age, and the child of 
promise, must be taken from his home, to the 
distant Moriah—be bound on an altar of sacri- 
fice, and gaze on the death-telling flourishes of 
the sacrificial knife, grasped in the determined 
hand of his faithful father. 

But “the law was our schoolmaster, to bring 
us to Christ.” To lead us on to a state of wor- 
thiness for higher truth, and there gives up the 
charge of us. Where the law ends, Christ be- 
gins: that is, in the law ends the representative 
sacrifices ; Christ begins the real offering. Christ, 
as an atoning sacrifice for sin, was the grand ob- 
ject of the sacrificial code of Moses; his passion 
and death were in fulfillment of this object. Rob 
the law of the typical sacrifices, and it is nothing 
—it has no meaning. There, as the furniture, 
the machinery of the code, serving their purpose 
in the scheme of redemption, give place, in the 
fullness of time, to the great, the final, the all-re- 
deeming sacrifice, who becomes the end of the 
law for righteousness to every one that be- 
lieveth, H. D. M.

THE EXPLOSION AT NORWICH. 


Your paper of February 21st has been lately 
put into my hands by a friend, who hopes, from 
the remarkable circumstance of the explosion at 
Norwich, Conn., the cause of explosive action 
may be deduced, and therewith the means of pre- 
venting its destructive effects. 

None of the explosive phenomena are more 
remarkable than the bursting of several engine- 
boilers at once. This has often occurred. And 
in 1828, the tow-boat Grampus, at the Balize, 
blew six boilers into fragments at the same in- 
stant—“ the iron appeared to be destroyed and as 
if burnt out ;” and the like appearance has been 
often noticed. 

It is beyond human skill to build even two en- 
gine-boilers of precisely équal strength in all 
respects, and it is never attempted; nor can they 
be made of exactly equal strength by lack of 
water, or reckless heating. Each set of engine- 
boilers has a common connection with the cylin- 
der, which renders the force of steam equal in 
all; but no equal force of steam can explode at 
the same instant several boilers of unequal 
strength ; nor can these effects be produced ex- 
cept by a power which acts independently of the 
strength of boilers, and the degree of heat to 
which they are raised, and therefore has proper- 
ties not possessed by elastic steam. 

Elementary heat, which imparts force to all 
the secondary agencies, is always present in 
steam or vapor (but the combination does not 
exist except under pressure); and to its action, 
when uncombined, must be referred the explosive 
phenomena incompatible with the properties of 
elastic steam. If under an engine-boiler, partly 
filled with water and properly closed, a fire be 
kindled and continued, heat will pass through 
the metal of the boiler, and convert part of the 
water jnto steam, imparting force thereto ; if the 
fire be withdrawn the constituents of the steam 
will separate, and the heat will repass through 
the metal; and as elementary heat thus freely 
traverses in all directions through the substance 
of the metal, it is apparent that it may be so put 
in action as to exert its inherent powers therein. 

The explosions of engine-boilers do not result 
from the exertion of explosive power in the in- 
terior cavity, but are effects produced by the de- 
structive action of elementary heat within the 
substance of the metal. The proof is absolute, 
and includes under the same general law all the 
explosive phenomena which occurs in the work- 
ing of steam-engines. Engine-boilers are gen- 
erally of a cylindrical form. Many of these 
cylindrical boilers have been rent asunder, and 
the ends projected in opposite directions by ex- 
plosive action. 





From the inherent properties of the circle and 


cylinder, every cylindrical boiler has more than 
twice the amount and strength of metal, to resist 
the force of steam lengthwise the boiler, that it 
has to resist th¢ equal lateral force; but it is 
manifest that neither the power of steam, nor 
any other elastic force, can exist in the cavity of 
a cylindrical boiler when it exceeds the lateral 
strength, which is less than half the strength 
lengthwise, 

Wherefore cylindrical boilers cannot be rent 
asunder by the exertion of explosive power 
within the cavity thereof; but these effects can 
only be produced by the destructive action of 
elementary heat within the substance of the 
metal. 

It is stated that the boiler at Norwich, Conn., 
nearly ten feet in diameter at its circular base, 
sixteen feet high, and weighing about 10,000 
pounds, was thrown from its bed by explosive 
action to a hight of 300 feet, and a horizontal 
distance of 400 feet. If several equal heavy 
bodies be let fall from unequal hights, the result- 
ing impacts will be as the hights respectively, 
and therefore as the squares of the terminal velo- 
cities, which are to each other as the spaces fallen 
through. And because “action and refiction are 
equal,” the several impacts are equal to the forces 
which can raise the bodies to the hight from 
which they fell. Of this the pendulum is a con- 
tinual proof. 

The boiler at Norwich, in falling from a hight 
of 300 feet, would acquire a velocity in round 
numbers of 139 feet per second, the square there- 
of 19,300, multiplied by 10,000 pounds, the weight 
of the boiler, gives 193,000,000 pounds as the 
force of the impact resulting from the action of 
gravity. The time of the descent of the boiler 
from a hight of 300 feet is 4.3 seconds, and its 
double 8.6 seconds, the whole time of flight, and 
400 feet divided by 8.6 gives 47 feet per second 
as the horizontal velocity, and the square thereof 
2200, multiplied by 10,000 lbs., gives 22,000,000 
ibs. as the force of the horizontal impact. Hence 
the sums of the forces, and therefore the whole 
impact of the boiler, was equal to 215,000,000 
lbs.; and no power of steam, or other elastic 
force of less than 20,000 lbs. on every square 
inch of the base of the boiler, could throw it to 
the hight and distance stated. 

The results are startling, but certain. At every 
point in the path traversed by the boiler the 
square of its velocity in the path is equal to the 
sum of the squares of its perpendicular and 
horizontal velocities, and the weight of the boiler 
does not vary; wherefore the forces are as the 
squares of the velocities. Were it otherwise the 
parts would be greater than the whole force. 
The utmost strength of the boiler was equal to a 
force of 400 lbs. per square inch in its interior 
space, and no force greater than 400 lbs. to the 
square inch could exist therein. Wherefore the 
projecting force, equal to 20,000 Ibs. to each 
square inch, could act only within the substance 
of the metal, and the immense power exerted 
leads to the conclusion that the action was pro- 
longed during part of the flight. 

Elementary heat, or as it is often termed, latent 
heat, is always present in steam or vapor, and 
it is apparently possible might be disengaged 
from its combination therewith in the cavity of 
the boiler, and could escape from thence only 
through the metal; but as there is no record of 
similar explosions before the general use of 
steam-engines, nor since, except during the work- 
ing of the engine, we conclude the explosive ele- 
ment was liberated elsewhere, but was transmit- 
ted by the metal pipe which conveyed steam to 
the rag-boiler. 

In another paper the{subject may be, the man- 
ner in which the explosive element is liberated, 
and the easy and certain means by which the de- 
structive action may be prevented.

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MAZZINI TO THE PRIESTS. 


We have recently alluded to Mazzini as a po- 
litician and a moralist—we have great pleasure 
in introducing him to our readers as, in theory at 
least, an evangelical Christian. The document 
here before us is an address to the Italian priest- 
hood. He first calls upon them to pay serious 
attention to his words, and then invites them to 
carefully peruse his writings for the last twenty 
years, as likewise to examine his life, defying 
them to find in either one or the other the slight- 
est variation from his principles, _He then pro- 
ceeds to say : 

“ We can—as one of your members has already 
declared—-we can conquer without your aid, but 
we do not desire to do so, You are our brothers. 
Against you we have not recourse to the arts of 
seduction or of terror; we do not combat our 
enemies with the weapons of calumny, neither 
do we recommend persons not to read your writ- 
ings, nor prohibit them from listening to your 
words. We only ask you to listen to ours like- 
wise. Weak mortals, such as we are, may err, 
but we shall never deceive by hypocrisy. In us 
is the audacity of a consciousness of truth; the 
Pope knows this, and for this very reason fears 
us. 

“ For along time a divorce has existed between 
the Catholic Church and humanity. This di- 
vorce is most fatal, since without Christianity no 
state of society founded upon brotherly love and 
charity can exist; without Christianity there 
can be neither peace nor true liberty; without 
Christianity our corrupt nature will always re- 
sist every important reformation, and we shall 
neither have a country nor anything whatever 
that is good. Besides, it is absolutely necessary 
to re-link earth to heaven, to reéstablish harmo- 
ny between this. world and eternity, between man 
and God, the father and instructor of all men. I 
now warn you that the important hour is about 
to strike—that the period of time is accomplish- 
ed—that materialism, the offspring of Popery, is 
overcome—that the want of a religion ison every 
side felt. Through your misconduct, through 
your obstinacy in propping up a rotten edifice, 
and in maintaining the Popish Church, notwith- 
standing its hatred to and its ignorance of the 
inevitable progress of mankind, men’s consciences 
are no\v in a state of doubt; religion is banished 
from men’s hearts. Thanks to your perverseness 
and in spite of all our unceasing efforts to the 
contrary, days of discord and deeds of blood are 
now preparing, for which you will be made re- 
sponsible before God and before man. 

“In the name of God, and for the love we bear 
our country, we ask you of what creed you 
are? Whether you understand the Seripture * 
Whether the word of Christ be to you a dead let- 
ter? Whether, in choosing between the word of 
God and the bulls of the Pope, you be absolutely 
determined to stand by the latter without exami- 
nation, without an appeal to your consciences * 
In a word, we ask you whether you be Christians 
or idolators ? , 

“ When the spirit of evil offered temporal pow- 
er to Jesus, tempting him to betray his trust, he 
was answered by a contemptuous refusal. Yet 
you, forgetful of this noble lesson, this sacred 
page of the New Testament, contract alliances 
with princes, enemies of our country, cursing the 
people and shedding their blood, in the hope of 
securing for yourselves a firmer grasp upon the 
land. The humble, kind-hearted, most affection- 
ate Christ, roused by an enthusiastic indignation 
at the obstruction of the temple, drove out the 
profane and the traffickers. Do you never, oh, 
my brethren, think of this fact? Is there no 
trafficking now-a-days in the templet Have the 
Pharisees entirely disappeared? Does the word 
of God now shine in all its purity, such 





as it went forth out of the mouth of the Savior!

“ Ministers of Christ direct your attention on 
every side of you. Observe how the very earth 
trembles with wrath. Listen to the universal 
murmur of nations in insurrection, whom no bu- 
man power can calm into peace or crush into si- 
lence. This clamor bursts forth from every quar- 
ter, without any decided center —among the 
nations the most remote from each other, of op- 
posite customs, of different languages. Not a 
month passes without some outbreak, not a day 
passes without some panic and some new perse- 
cation. How many times have these agitations 
been suppressed? Ten—twenty—filty times. 
All the armies of Old Europe, all the artifices of 
diplomacy have conspired to stifle them, and 
stifled for a short time they boasted them to be, 
till, after a brief space, they made themselves 
heard louder than ever. How many have been 
massacred? No man can number them, On all 
sides thousands have fallen, some by the hand 
of the executioner, some on the field of battle, 
some in exile, from hunger and want. With 
a smile on their lips, with defiance on their 
brow, with that calm serenity which can belong 
only to those who have a consciou of hav- 
ing completed their mission, these martyrs met 
their death. 

“ And dare you call this the insurrection of a 
few factious men! Is it not rather the rising of 
humanity, guided by the finger of God, and the 
accomplishment of an epoch marked by Provi- 
dence? That first movement, how pure it was, 
and free from every stain of yengeance ; how 
grand, from its forgetfulness of the past; how 
holy, from its love, its enthusiasm, its faith. As 
a reward for their generosity, the people now suf- 
fer on those scaffolds where, had they wished, 
they might have executed their enemies; never- 
theless in the day of victory they will again show 
themselves merciful. 

“ What are the demands of the people? Na- 
tionality. Freedom of speech and of conscience. 
The general good of all mankind. The protec- 
tion of just laws instead of the arbitrary caprice 
of an usurpation. We will select our rulers from 
those most conspicuous for their virtues and in- 
telligence. We will have education for all. Food 
for the mind—bread for the body. ‘ That the 
will of God be done on earth as it is in heaven.’ 

“ What answer do you make to this? Bulls 
of the Pope and resistance. Would you resist 
the nation—humanity—the will of God? If you 
do so then are you irrevocably lost. Our religion 
is eternal—eternal is the church of believers. 
The reformation of the corrupt church and reli- 
gion, which might be accomplished solemnly and 
peaceably through your aid, will, if you do not 
march with us, cost a terrible struggle—tears—— 
and multitudes of martyrs.”

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CHRYSOSTOM. 


FROM THE LIFE OF CHRYSOSTOM, BY NEANDER. 

At Antioch, Chrysostom rebuked the indiffer- 
ence with which inany nominal Christians re- 
garded the conceins of religion, dwelling partic- 
ularly on their neglect of public worship. 

“ And if any one upbraid them,” he proceeded 
to say, “they straightway plead poverty, the 
necessity of procuring subsistence, or urgent 
business,—a defense more wicked than the charge 
which is brought against them. For can a 
heavier accusation be made than that of regard- 
ing any call more urgent than the concerns of 
God? And were their defense even true, it 
would, as I have already said, be itself an accu- 
sation. But without one word from me, the day 
after the morrow will discover to you that it is 
an excuse and pretext for idleness. The whole 
city will then migrate to the circus; and houses 
and forums will be deserted to view that illicit 
show. Here we behold even the chief place in 
the church unoccupied ; but there not only the 
hippodrome, but also the upper seats, houses, 
roofs, precipitous walls and a thousand other 
places are filled. And neither poverty, nor busi- 
ness, nor bodily infirmity, nor lameness, nor any 
other similar hindrance restraineth this incon- 
trollable madness. But men, weighed down by 
age, hasten thither more eagerly than the young 
in the full vigor of life, disgracing their gray 
hairs, dishonoring their advanced years, and ren- 
dering old age itself ridiculous. When they 
enter this place they resemble squeamish per- 
sons; they fall asleep while hearing the divine 
Word ; and plead in their defense the confined 
space, the suffocating heat, and similar excuses. 
But there, while the sun striketh upou their bare 
heads; while they are trodden upon ; pushed to 
and fro; pressed together with great violence ; 
and suffering a thousand other inconveniences, 
they seem to be as much regaled as though they 
tarried amid fragrant meadows.” 

At Constantinople, Chrysostom thus described 
some of his hearers, 

“Lo, if a rich lady enter the church, she 
thinketh not of how she best shall hear the Word 
of God, but how she shall show herself ; how 
she may sit in pomp and glory; how she shall 
surpass other women in the splendor of her ap- 
parel; and render herself more admired by her 
form, her mien, and the stately bearing of her 
walk. Her whole mind is turned to whether 
this or that person behold her? Whether she 
be admired*? Am I well adorned? My dress 
must not be spoiled or rumpled. All her anxiety 
is directed to such objects. In like manner the 
rich man cometh to display himself to the poor, 
and to strike them with awe by the manner of 
wearing his toga, and the number of his youthful 
slaves who surround him, making way for him 
among thecrowd.” * * * * “When seated, 
the cares of his household distract him on all 
sides: the vanity of which his mind is possessed 
encircleth him around: he thinketh by entering 
the house to confer a favor upon us and upon the 
people—perchance even upon God.” 

MINISTERIAL VISITS, 

“T will name to you another ca com- 
plaint. If the bishop visit not families more fre- 
quently than do the idlers of the forum, he giv- 
eth unspeakable offense. Not only the sick, but 
also those in health desire to be visited, and cer- 
tainly the greater part, not so much from an in- 
terest in religion as from vanity. But should it 
occasionally happen that the bishop on some ur- 
gent affair for the common_benefit of his flock, 
frequently visits one of the rich and powerful, 
he fixeth upon himself the reputation of a flat- 
terer. And wherefore should I dwell upon these 
things, when a mere address often giveth rise to 
such a weight of accusation, that the rulers of 
the church become disheartened, and succumb 
from vexation. The bishop must render an ac- 
count of his very looks, for the multitude sharply 
criticise his most unpremeditated acts. Upon 
one, they say, he hath bestowed many smiles, 
assumed toward him a friendly mien, addressed 
him in a lovd voice: to us he spoke but a few 
words in passing by. And if, where many sit 
together, he direct not, during his discourse, his 
eyes to each individual, it is deemed an insult.”

Port av Parxce, Dec., 1849. 


Messrs. Eprroxs—The principal missionary !a- 
bor upon this [sland thus far, bas been performed 
under the auspices of the English Wesleyan 
About thirty 
years since, Rev. Messrs. Cutts & Brown estab- 
lished a mission in this city : but were permitted 
to prosecute their labors only two years, when a

ernment commenced a series of the most cruel 
persecutions ; the missionaries were driven from 
the Island, and the little band they had gathered

But they were God’s chosen ones. Though 
called to endure bonds and imprisonment, and to 
suffer many things for the name of Jesus, they 
still continued to meet together as they could, at

others “of whom the world was not worthy,” 
they strengthened each others’ hearts, and en- 


joyed the pure worship of God. 


After a few years, some of their own num- 
ber, who had been to England to be educated, 
were permitted to return and minister to them, 
and thus they continued until twelve years ago 
the little praying band that had endured so much, 
were permitted to greet again a missionary from 
England. From that time they have been allow- 
ed to prosecute their labors without hindrance 
from Government, and have gone on establish- 
ing missions until now they have stations at sev- 
The general 
superintendent of the mission, Rev. M. B. Bird, 
He and his excellent la- 
dy have been called to suffer much while labor- 
ing to extend a pure Christianity over this beau- 
tiful Island ; they have not only been in the midst 
of the general shock and consternation of the 
terrible revolution the Island has undergone, but 
experienced a more awful calamity and a more 
signal deliverance in the terrible earthquake of 
That city was remarka- 
bly well built, and contained from nine to twelve 
By a single shock every 
building was leveled to the dust, and in that in- 
stant more than half the population launched in- 
to eternity. Mr. Bird was reading in the piazza 
of his house, and was thrown into the street, 
and mysteriously escaped with scarcely a scratch 
Mrs. Bird was in a small room 
in the third story, with an infant a few days 
A small piece of floor where 
she sat was sustained in some way by a post be- 
neath, and she and her child were rescued in 
safety. A servant with another child was in the 
basement, and timbers fell over them and shield-

another example of the dislike of high ehurch- 
men to the Jerusalem bishopric, ~ Its foundation 
was vehemently opposed, and nothing but the 
special influence of the King of Prassia with our 
court caused the idea to be realized. The oppo- 
sition taised, and the attempts to nullify the 
scheme by Mr. Gladstone, then a minister of 
State, and as now the lay leader of the Tracta- 
tians, called forth a remarkable expression of 
opinion from the Chevalier Bunsen, in an intro- 
duction to his work, The Church of the Future. 
He characterized the High Church idea of Epis- 
copacy as aiming the death-blow at the inmost 
life of the Church of Christ; “for,” said he, 
“she is seeking salvation in man and not in God, 
in ‘the beggarly elements of this world, and not 
in the Divine Spirit, the source of all life, and 
the sold deliverer from death and corruption.” To 
most solemn statements of his opinions respecting 
such an episcopate as that of high charchmen, 
he added this final declaration: “If an angel 
from heaven should manifest to me, that by in- 
troducing, or advocatifig, or merely favoring the 
introduction of such an episcopacy into any part 
of Germany, I should not only make the German 
nation glorious and powerful above all the nations 
of the world, but should successfully combat the 
unbelief, pantheism, and atheism of the day, ! 
would not do it: so help me God. Amen! We 
may be doomed to perish, Church and State ; but 
we must not be saved, and cannot be saved, by 
seeking life in externals.” 

The first bishop, Alexander, was foliowed to 
Jerusalem with jibes from high churchmen ; it 
was subject of mirth to them what the Greeks 
would say of a bishop married and with children. 
The appointment of Bishop Gobat was opposed, 
and he was charged with “ heresy” because he had 
been the evangelical missionary-—the preacher of 
the Gospel in connection with the Church Mis- 
sionary Society, These facts, and the general 
principle of the Anglo-catholics, not to send a 
bishop where there is a bishop, whether Greek 
or Latin, will at once explain why it was desired 
to restrict the grant referred to above, and what 
is meant by a desire to prevent misunderstand- 
ing with “the authorities of the Greek church” — 
the authors of the blasphemous mummeries and 
scenes of violence in “the church of the Holy 
Sepulcher” at Jerusalem. 

It is a sorrowful thing to say that this Socie- 
.ty, one of the first instituted, dating from the 
first year of the last century, which is so power- 
fully organized and commands such large re- 
sources, which has so truly a Christian organi- 
zation, is to a very great extent a society for 
propagating “another Gospel which is not an- 
other,” namely, the Gospel of bishops, the right 
divine of episcopacy, the “solemn truths” and 
fundamental principle of salvation by means of 
a divinely instituted form of church government 
and an episcopacy! The. yearly report of the 
Society forms a thick volume of between 300 
and 400 pages, and presents some curious matter. 
In one of them, now before me, is a letter under 
the head of “Diocese of Australia,” from one 
who is modestly styled the Lord Bishop of Aus- 
tralia. It is full of the wildest prelatical assump- 
tions, Because government had given aseistance 
to different forms of religion, and not exclusively 
to that of the Lord Bishop, “encouragement is 
given to the Jate and dangerous opinion, that 
there is in religion nothing that is either certain 
or true.” “The government,” says my Lord of 
Austratia, “virtually admits that there is no 
divinely instituted form of church membership, 
or of doctri otherwise, that one in preference 
would receive its support 


ne 


The consequence is, 
that te most awful truths of Christianity, which 
have been acknowledged and preserved in the 
chuich from the beginning, are now spoken of as 
mere sectarian opinions, to which no peculiar 
respect is due.” The bishop “has been truly 
shocked” atall this; and he somewhat needlessly 
presses upon the Society to send out men “qual- 
ified to cope with so dangerous a tendency in the 
public mind.” He has “ received with unfeigned 
gratitude the information that the Society will 
extend an allowance of £50 per annum to fifteon 
clergymen for this colony, and five for Van Die- 
man’s Land.” 

Beside the ordinary receipts, this Society has 
large investments, and holds much property in 
trust, bequeathed for special objects. About 
£30,000 a year is thus funded for the West In 
dies, The “ Codrington Trust,” in like manner, 
provides between 4 and £5000 annually for Bar- 
badoes ; £800 yearly acerues from “ Archbishop 
Tenison’s fund ;* and property in trust for 
“Vaudois Clergy,” (unbishoped!) amounts to 
£340 a year; and £150 accrues yearly for 
“Delsitzen College, Hungary.” The Society 
gets a “ Queen’s Letter,’ a Royal missive, to eve- 
ry parish, enjoining a collection in its behalf; 
and the bulky report is, to a great extent, made 
up of Diocesan, District, and Parochial lists. A 
Queen’s letter generally produces about £40,000, 
The total income would be about £80,000, 

It is difficult for the most hopeful or the most 
charitable to feel any complacency in this So- 
ciety and its operations; for in its general prin- 
ciples it assimilates too closely to the Lyons So- 
ciety for the Propagation of the (Romish) Faith ;
